SHORTAGE OF MEN. 


Railroad Work and the Demand for Men 


in the Woods Makes the Supply 


Small. 
•‘There will be a shortage of 5000 
men in Minnesota this w inter,-’ was 
the statement of the manager of one 
of 
Duluth’s employment agencies 
yesterday.

They are paying from £1.75 to >2.25 
per day for this class of work. 
The winter rush to the woods has 
not yet fully commenced, although 
there is a good demand for woods­ 
men. 
The pay for woodsmen is 130 
per month for common ‘ labor and 
535 per month for sawyers. The fir-t 
cold snap will see the work 
well 
under way. 
The harvest hands are coming back 
from the Dakotas in larg e numbers 
and every day trainloads of them are 
arriving at the Union de pot. 
For 
some reason, however, the majority 
of them are going to Minneapolis, 
and Duluth employment agencies are 
b rin g in g men from the Twin cities to 
fill their orders. 
The men probably 
think they will have a larger number 
of positions to choose from 
in the 
Twin cities than Duluth and Super­ 
ior. 
The employment agencies nay there 
is every prospect that there will be 
more than enough work for ad this 
w uter. 
Large numbers of the more 
industrious, they claim, are taking 
up land and starting in other lines of 
business for themselves.
